Our worning contemporary of this date 
contains what appears to be an official 
communication of the. water supply of 
the Colony. “ Tho statement is of consi- 
derablo interest to the community, and 
we acknowledge our indebtedness to 
our contemporary forthe figures we are 
able to place before onr readers, On 
theist of July we are told there were 
180,000,000 gallons stored in Pokfulam 
and Tytam Reservoies, find it” is con- 
fidently expected, with an average rain- 


=| fall during the romaining months of the 


rainy season, that the Colony will get: 
through the summer and a great portion 
of the winter without the danger of 
a water famine, Pokfulam is full 
with 60,000,000 gallons, aud for some 
days, we ore informed, .the supply. of 
the city of Victoria and the Hill Dis- 
trict has been obtained from Pokfulam 
and the auxiliary streams. In Tytam 
reservoir there were’ 120,000,000 gal- 
lons. Tho rainfall for June waa 17.62 
inches as recorded at Kowloon Observa- 
tory, and it is stated that these figuros, 
approximately represent the rainfall 
both at Pokfulam and Tytam. We are 
willing to accept these figures, although 
we had. an impression that wo were; 
once informed by an expert that the 
rainfall at Ty toms gréater than on any 
‘other portion of the Colony.  Bafore 
‘Tytam is utilised it is expected it will be 
filled by the rains of July and August, a 
very reasonable assumption, for if no 
water is taken out, and there ig an aver- 
age rainfall in July and August, Tytam. 
should certainly be full, full to overflow- 
ing. ‘The Hon.F. A. Cooper, the Water 
Authority, reckon” says our morning 
contemporary, ‘that, one ineh of roin~ 
fall is equivalent to about, 4,000,000 
gallons of water ‘at Pokralam, and 
7,000,000 at Tytam. In addition, tha 
catchwater at tho east of ‘Tytam_gives 
about 1,500,000 and about 2,000,000 
gallons are drawn from the streams ; so 
that altogether one inch of rain means 
a goin to the water supply of abont 
14,600,000 gallons. Of course these 
figures cannot be Eaid to be mathema- 
jcally correct, but they cau be relied 
‘ea as approximately accurate. As 
the consumption per day is 3,000,000 
| gallons, we require a ‘yearly . rain- 
fall of about 90° inches for the 
pnrposes of a constant water sopply.’ 
-Now, taking itas correct that Tytam is 
about a third full with 120,000,000 
gallons, the totel storage of that re- 
servoir: is 360,000,000 palions.. Ace 
cording to tho same -nuthority every 
inch of rainfall yields 7,000,000 gallons 
to Tytam, pZue 3,500,000 from the new 
catchnients ard streams—equal- to 
10,600,000 galions per inch of rainfall, 
Multiplying 10,600,000 by the 174 
inches of rainfall for June, we find that 
a total of 183,760,000 gallons must, 
have fuund their way into the Tytam 
Resorvuir; snd that is the quantity of 
water which ought, upon this authorita.

He asked that the | prayer ‘of tho 
petition of the QOompany, which was 
presented to the  Courhan the 
25th April, be granted, and that a minutes 
proposed to be registered by the Company 
be approved of. Tho application was mada 
under Section 11 of Ordinance 1 of 1877, un- 
der which o Company which had passed a 
special resolution for reducing its capital 
might apply to the Court for an order to 
vonfirm the reduction. Tho petition in this 
cage was dated 16th March, 1896, and signed 
by two dircotors of theCompany, That peti- 
tion waa presouted to the Vourt on the 25th 
April, 1896, und that petition set forth that 
the Company was incorporated in the yaar 
1888, under -the Companies Ordinances 
1865 to 1886, the office boing situated at 
19 Quzon's Road Centrul. The capital of 
the Oompany was $130,000 divided into 
130 shares of $100 each. The Company 
igsued the wholo of ite shares, and S1v0 
pet ahaoro had boon puid up, At extra- 
ordinary general mactings of the Company 
resclulions wero passed and confirmed 
that the capital of ‘the Company be re-
